THE AUDITORS 
have gone back into 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) at the 
request of 

Portheawl Civic 
Society. 

They are looking at 
the details of the 
Owners’ Agreement 
signed only a few weeks 
ago with the Evans’ 
Families. 

The society has been 
told that its request has 
been accepted and that 
the new evidence sup¬ 
plied by their members is 
being used as the basis 
for the investigation. 

This is the second time 
that the auditors have 
looked into what’s hap¬ 
pening with Portheawl 
regeneration. 

They were sent in last

autumn by the Civic 
Society, Portheawl 
Chamber of Trade and 
Portheawl SHOUT to 
examine the proposals to 
divide up the profits of 
the scheme between the 
council, who are the 
major landowners, and 
the two Evans families 
which own or lease the 
remainder of the land. 

At that stage, account¬ 
ants KPMG, who act for 
the district auditor, said 
that lessons could be 
learned from the way in 
which these regeneration 
issues were handled, but 
they did not propose to 
take any action. 

The GEM has already

Tenants growing 
cannabis - local 
councillor claims 


CANNABIS grow¬ 
ing is rife at some 
rented properties in 
the Llynfi valley - 
according to one 
town councillor. 

The discussion arose 
after Coun Steve Smith 
sent a letter to Valleys To 
Coast expressing con¬ 
cern about tenants grow¬ 
ing the illegal drug in 
properties on their 
estates. 

He said that evidence 
had been uncovered 
about the practice taking 
place in Oakwood Estate 
and he asked BCBC to 
include a clause in their 
tenancy agreements to 
ban the practice. 

Coun Terry Mizen 
added that cannabis 
growing also took place 
in private rented proper¬ 
ties. 

“Cannabis farms are 


rife. The landlords of 
these properties have a 
responsibility about who 
they let their properties 
out to. 

“They should hold 
periodic checks. We 
should encourage land¬ 
lords to investigate the 
properties they are rent¬ 
ing out. 

“This happened next 
door to a relative of 
mine. Letting agents 
should also be checking 
more,” he insisted. 

Coun Gareth Howells 
said that police should 
be liaising with letting 
agents in the town to 
find out where the rented 
properties are. 

Coun Phil White said 
that he would get the 
local service board 
which deals with drugs 
to put this on their agen¬ 
da, and Coun Smith is 
also to raise it with the 
BCBC board. 


the way in which the 
profits from the sale of 
part of phase one land, at 
Salt Lake and Hillsboro 
Place for a new Tesco 
store are to be divided. 

The deal agreed 
between the council and 
the Evans’ gives the 
council 60 per cent of the 
overall profits of the 
entire regeneration 
scheme, with the Evans’ 
getting 40 per cent. 

However, the report 
revealed that those per¬ 
centages change drasti¬ 
cally for the first part of 
phase one, with the coun¬ 
cil’s share dropping to 28 
per cent and the Evans 
getting 72 per cent. 

The £6.5m profit from 
this is being shared 
according to this ratio, 
with the Evans’ getting 
£4.7m and the council 
£1.8m. 

BCBC has argued that 
it has been able to use 
that £1.8m to secure 
match funding to start 
work on the harbour 
regeneration portion of 
the scheme. 

The owners’ agree¬ 
ment will give the Evans’ 
a guaranteed £5m from 
phase one, with their 
money topped up by a 
further £300,000 from 
the sale of the rest of the 
land, and a further guar¬ 
anteed £10m from phase 
two, which includes 
Sandy Bay. 

A second report from 
valuers brought in by the 
council warned that the 
land values on which 
these figures were based 
in 2006 have now 
dropped, and it could be 
as long as 10 to 20 years 
before they recover to 
those levels, which could 
leave the council either 
accepting a lower 
amount for the land or 
having to wait for many 
years before selling. 

The Evans’ are guar¬ 
anteed £15m in total- 
regardless of what the 
land actually sells for.

£2.5m market 
upgrade may 
be put off until 
after Christmas 


THE start of the 
regeneration of the 
outdoor market in 
Maesteg may be 
put back to 
January 2012, so 
that traders can 
have Christmas this 
year without any 
interference. 

The market is to get 
£2.5m upgrade and con¬ 
sultations are still under 
way with traders about 
the final design, which 
has not yet been agreed. 

Maesteg Town 
Council organised a spe¬ 
cial meeting with mem¬ 
bers of BCBC’s regener¬ 
ation team and property 
management. 

They were told that it 
was hoped that work 
will be completed within 
a year, although there 
were time restraints with 
the funding which had to 
be considered. 

Officers gave council¬ 
lors assurances that they 
would meet regularly 
with market traders and 
that all parties’ views 
would be considered. 

Work will be done 
sympathetically in the 
best interests of all con¬ 


cerned. 

Town councillors 
informed officers that 
there had been criticisms 
of the way earlier phases 
of Maesteg regeneration 
had been carried out and 
that it was essential that 
this time, officers get the 
scheme right, especially 
in relation to the quality 
of the materials to be 
used. 

A forum is to be set 
up and the town council 
will have a representa¬ 
tive on that. The forum 
is to meet in April. 

Coun Lynne Beedle 
has been appointed to 
represent the council. 

Coun Phil White, who 
is to take over cabinet 
responsibility for regen¬ 
eration in May, said that 
the plans were still in 
draft form and still under 
consideration. 

Coun Steve Smith 
said he hoped that this 
time the council would 
listen to the consultation 
responses. Mayor Phil 
John said that everyone 
agreed with that. 

Draft plans for the 
market revamp are to be 
displayed in the council 
offices.

gatehouse, visitor centre, 
car park and sports pitch.

The mystery of young 
couple who were cut 
off by the tide - twice! 


PORTHCAWL RNLI rescued 
a young couple who were 
found perched precariously on 
a rock close to Southerndown 
cliffs - cut off by the tide last 
weekend. 

The crew were successful in rescu¬ 
ing them, but they were unable to 
solve the puzzle of how they had 
missed a chance to get off the rock at 
low tide! 

Aileen Jones, of Portheawl RNLI 
,told The GEM: “ Our lifeboat. Rose of 
the Shires, was launched at approxi¬ 
mately 2.30pm on Sunday after two 
kayakers made an emergency call to 
Swansea Coastguard, reporting that 
two people appeared to be cut off by 
the tide at the cliffs in Southerndown 
Bridgend. 

“The crew made good speed to the 
cliffs where they were met by the 
kayakers, who indicated where the 
people were. 

“When the lifeboat is required to 
assist people in this sort of predica¬ 
ment, it carries with it a small inflat¬ 
able boat, making a rescue in shallow¬ 
er water possible without damaging 
the lifeboat. 

“This inflatable was deployed with 
two crew members on board, who 
safely assisted the casualties off the 
rock and onto the lifeboat.” 

The crew then discovered that the 
couple had endured a marathon ordeal, 
as Aileen explained: “Although 


English was their second language, 
they explained that they had actually 
walked there the day before and had 
been cut off by the tide that evening. 

“After many failed attempts at 
attracting attention from passing craft 
and unable to gain a signal from their 
mobile phones, they were resigned to 
spending the night on the rock. 

“It wasn’t until Sunday afternoon 
when the kayakers passed by, that they 
were finally able to get assistance.” 

Once on board the lifeboat, they 
were transferred to Coastguards at 
Ogmore Beach, suffering no ill effects 
from their ordeal. 

The helm of Portheawl lifeboat, 
Tim Morgan, said: “The couple were 
very lucky that they were spotted by 
the kayakers, as the situation could 
have been much more serious.” 

Lifeboat operations manager Phil 
Missen said “Members of the public 
need to be aware of the tide when 
walking along the coastline and tide 
tables can be obtained from local fish¬ 
ing shops, marine shops and tourist 
information offices.” 

Those tide tables revealed that high 
tide had been at 11.30pm on the 
Saturday night, and again at noon on 
Sunday morning. 

However, low tide had been at 
dawn on Sunday morning and then, 
presumably, the couple missed their 
chance to get off the rock. 

Perhaps they overslept.

Act of 1875, with powers to appoint a sanitary 
inspector, provide water supply and sewers, as well 
as powers relating to street cleaning and unsound 
food. 

I believe that BCBC failed the public by not pro-

casualties too high 

nessed two or more 
deaths in a single day. 

The majority of vic¬ 
tims died from broken 
necks, backs or legs; or 
from pelvic fractures, 
tendon injuries, haemor¬ 
rhages, or heart attacks. 

The figures come 
from Race Horse 
Deathwatch, an online 
database established by 
Animal Aid in March 
2007, because the racing 
industry refuses to pub¬ 
lish meaningful informa¬ 
tion about racecourse 
fatalities. 

There can be only two 
explanations for the 
industry’s silence on this 
issue±: either it does not 
care about the horses it 
kills, or it is fearful of 
the truth getting out.

N ews of 

horses dying 
on British 
racecourses rarely 
gets published, and 
yet a new analysis 
by Animal Aid 
shows that at least 
162 horses suffered 
this fate over the 
past 12 months. 

Cheltenham is the 
most lethal course in the 
country, accounting for 
13 of the total number of 
victims. 

Aintree, home of the 
Grand National, also 
proved to be treacher¬ 
ous, with four horses 
dying on a single day at 
the 2010 three-day meet¬ 
ing. 

(At the weekend, two 
horses were killed in this 
year’s Grand National). 

While these two 
famous courses proved 
especially lethal, no 
fewer than 48 of 
Britain’s 60 racing ven¬ 
ues saw at least one 
thoroughbred fatality, 
while nine of them wit- 


viding adequate food inspection, which led to the 
Ecoli outbreak. Neither did the council take steps to 
ban the overnight parking of motorhomes on 
Eastern Promenade, despite there being no running 
water or sanitary facilities. 

It took years of protest letters in The GEM and 
other newspapers, before the council finally erected 
signs banning overnight parking, essentially, 
overnight camping. 

The ‘sacrificed alternative’ also applies when a 
council does nothing. BCBC is unique among UK 
seaside local authorities in failing to impose parking 
charges along the coastal road from Eastern 
Promenade to Hutchins Point. 

Over the years, this has meant an enormous loss 
of revenue to the council. On sunny days, vehicles 
are parked bumper to bumper along the entire 
stretch. 

All day free parking along the Esplanade is a 
shambles, some vehicles displaying ‘Eor Sale’ 
notices with impunity. 

Try that in Weston-super-More, Brighton or 
Bournemouth, or anywhere along the coastal road 
from Swansea to Mumbles! 

David Cameron is urging councils in England to 
freeze council tax increases - whereas Porthcawl 
residents face an unwelcome 3.7 per cent rise, much 
of which could be avoided if the borough council 
would only face up to its financial responsibilities.

BRIDGEND County 

Borough Council has ruled 
out creating a pedestrian- 
only route from Llynfi 
Surgery to the shops, 
Maesteg Town Council has 
heard.

Boroughs pool

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Police probe 
spate of crimes 
in Maesteg 


POLICE are still investigating 
a series of burglaries that have 
taken place in Maesteg, town 
councillors were told. 

Sgt Paul Thomas said that in March 
there were seven house burglaries and 
15 break-ins to sheds and commercial 
premises. 

There were also 30 instances of 
criminal damage, 22 thefts including 
shoplifting, five cars stolen and 10 cars 
broken into. 

There were also 14 cases of assault 
- in all, 120 crimes (up from the 92 
recorded in February). 

Caerau had the highest number with 
50, while Maesteg west was next with 
39, and Maesteg East had 24. The low¬ 
est crime area was Llangynwyd, which 
had seven. 

Sgt Thomas said that some of the 
crimes had resulted in arrests being 
made. There had been a series of shed 
burglaries and arrests had been made 
of people selling stolen items. This was 
still under investigation. 

He added that the recording of anti 
social behaviour was to change next 
month. He said that things were count¬ 
ed now which many people would not 
count as anti-social behaviour, includ¬ 
ing things like alarms going off. 

He said he would find out what 
types of incidents would be included in 
future and report back. 

Sgt Thomas said that police had car¬ 
ried out an automatic number plate 
recognition exercise which had thrown 
up cars belonging to people known to 
police. 


It was a successful operation as 
police had caught vehicles with no 
insurance and drivers with no licences. 
Fixed penalties and warnings had been 
issued. Police also carried out some 
drugs busts in the valley and these 
were under investigation. 

Coun Phil White said that there had 
been a 25 per cent increase in crime 
over the previous month and he asked 
what concerned the police most apart 
from the creeper burglaries and oppor¬ 
tunist thefts. 

Sgt Thomas said that some of the 
burglaries were being investigated by 
the CID and they were checking if 
there was a pattern: “We are looking 
how we can counter this and also 
detect the ones committed. It’s not just 
a paper exercise.” 

During the month, police had 
deployed many of the resources at their 
disposal in Caerau, including the 
firearms team, the horses and dogs. 
This meant that there were more police 
officers out on the streets. 

“We are putting in a lot of resources 
at the moment,” he added. 

Illegal parking 
Coun Ian Jones complained about ille¬ 
gal parking in the valley, especially in 
the town centre and outside schools. 
He asked police to carry out operations 
to alleviate the problem. 

Sgt Thomas said that the 
Neighbourhood Policing Team had 
been tasked to go around town and 
issue parking tickets to anyone 
improperly parked. This was constant¬ 
ly under review.

MAESTEG Town 
Council has agreed 
in principle to 
plans by the Llynfi 
Valley Historical 
Society to place a 
commemorative 
plaque in slate with 
gold lettering onto 
the exterior of the 
council offices in 
Talbot Street. 

The plaque will give 
information about the 
history of the mining 
industry in the valley 
and will be located near 
the coal dram. 

The plaque will have 
to receive listed build¬ 
ing consent so an appli¬ 
cation will be made to 
BCBC. 

MAESTEG Town 
Council has agreed to 
pay £300 towards the 
cost of servicing and 
maintaining bicycles 
used by six officers in 
the Maesteg 

Neighbourhood Policing 
Team. 

The request from Sgt 
Haggarty was for £900 
which included provid¬ 
ing safety equipment but 
councillors decided to 
make a donation of 
£300. 

MAESTEG 
Comprehensive School 
is to receive £200 from 
the town council 
towards the cost of tro¬ 
phies and awards to be 
made at its annual pres¬ 
entation evening being 
held this week. 

A GRANT of £500 is 
being made by 
Maesteg Town Council 
to the town’s Hospital 
League of Friends 
which has purchased 
items for the hospital 
over the past year 
amounting to £19,000. 

Since its formation, the 
League has raised 
almost £300,000 for the 
hospital. 

THREE youngsters who 


have been chosen for 
the under-14s Wales 
football squad are to get 
sponsorship of £100 
each from Maesteg 
Town Council. The boys 
are Liam Evans, Lloyd 
Webb and Tadhg 
McCuckin. 

They will play two 
away matches against 
Scotland and Ireland. 
The money will be used 
to help meet their costs. 

Town councillors 
have emphasised that 
this sponsorship is 
available to any local 
young people selected 
to represent Wales in 
any sport. 

MAESTEG Town 
Council is to give £750 
to the Home Start chari¬ 
ty in Bridgend which 
helps families with chil¬ 
dren aged five and 
under throughout the 
borough. They have lost 
their funding from 
BCBC.

A SUM of £200 is being 
donated by the council 
to St Mary’s and St 
Patrick’s RC school to 
help purchase white 
boards.

A REQUEST from 
Maesteg PCSOs for 
help in cleaning up and 
re-painting the skate 
park in Maesteg Welfare 
Park and staging a 
graffiti workshop has 
been deferred by the 
town council.

‘Not illegal to 
leave lorry 
engine running’ 

MAESTEG Town Council has accepted 
an explanation about why recycling lor¬ 
ries are left unattended with their engines 
running - but members will continue to 
monitor the situation. 

The council complained to Bridgend County 
Borough Council about drivers coming out of their 
cabs to assist the other man on the lorry in collecting 
the recycling. They felt that it was potentially dan¬ 
gerous. 

But BCBC has replied that it is not illegal to leave 
the engine running if machinery on the lorry is being 
driven by the engine at the time. 

Coun Ian Jones said that only refuse collection 
lorries have machinery on the back, recycling lorries 
did not have that equipment. 

But Coun Mizen pointed out that if it was legal, it 
was pointless to complain or the town council could 
end up antagonising the contractor. 

Coun Gareth Howells said the reality was that 
May Gurney want to maximise their profits by not 
putting an extra person on each lorry, which means 
that the driver has to get out to assist. 

In their reply, BCBC said that they had discussed 
the issue with May Gurney, who said that the system 
is used in other services across the UK to allow col¬ 
lection on a single pass, maximising productivity.

PORTHCAWL Jazz 
Festival is being held this 
year over the Easter holi¬ 
day, starting on Good 
Friday. 

The event is being held over 
four days and will be staged at a 
variety of venues, as well as the 
open air! 

The headline acts this year are 
singer Buddy Greco, who has a 
huge following; Jacqui 
Dankworth, daughter of Johnny 
and Cleo Laine, and the Syd 
Lawrence Orchestra, now under 
the baton of Chris Deans, which 
will bring a big band sound to the 
event. 

Festival director is Wayne 
Warlow, who lives in Porthcawl 
but has worked all over the world 
as a musician and musical direc¬ 
tor.

The agreement has 
a life of 20 years 
and valuers warned 
that it could be 
longer than that 
before values creep 
back up to their 
2006 levels. 

The initial challenge 
from the Civic Society 
was to do with the 60-40 
split, but the new chal¬ 
lenge is based on other 
factors which the society 
is refusing to disclose at 
present. 

The society has been 
trying to get information 
from BCBC about the 
various acreages of the 
different plots of land 
involved in the regenera¬ 
tion. 

It has put in Freedom 
of Information requests 
which have been reject¬ 
ed and is now appealing 
to the Information 
Commissioner. 

A report in 2006 from 
the council’s estates 
manager stated that the 
93 acres within the 
Porthcawl Regeneration 
area was brofen down 
into 41 acres for the 
Evans and 51 acres for 
the council. 

However, civic socie¬ 


ty officers have been 
unable to make the fig¬ 
ures add up. 

The GEM has also 
asked for the break¬ 
down of the land hold¬ 
ings of both parties 
involved. Initially, we 
were told that they 
would not be available 
until the agreement was 
signed because of com¬ 
mercial considerations. 

Now that the agree¬ 
ment has been signed, 
we have asked again but 
were sent two plans - 
one detailing the Evans’ 
holdings and another 
showing the council’s. 

Neither plan was bro¬ 
ken down into acreages, 
so we have again asked 
for those figures. 

The plan of the 
Evans’ holdings shows 
Salt Lake, which is 
leased from the council, 
and the old monster 
park, which is leased 
from private owners. 
ASSURANCES 

The only land shown 
which the Evans’ own on 
the map supplied is the 
fairground and the beach 
at Coney Beach. 
Previously, the council 
has given assurances to 
The GEM that the beach 
had not been counted 
into the Evans’ share of 


the regeneration land - 
because it is useless for 
development purposes. 

We have now asked 
for a further assurance 
on this point. 

The Civic Society 
states, in a newsletter 
now being circulated to 
its 400 members, that the 
holdings of the Evans’ 
families work out at 
about six acres for the 
fairground, 3.5 acres for 
the Monster park and 
about 10 acres for Salt 
Lake - well short of the 
41 acres previously 
claimed in council 
reports. 

MONSTER PARK 

The GEM has asked 
the council about the 
position of the monster 
park - which has private 
freeholders. Before any 
development can take 
place on this land as part 
of regeneration, it will be 
necessary to purchase 
the freehold. 

We have asked who 
will foot that bill - will 
the council have to buy 
out the owners, or will it 
be down to the lease¬ 
holders (the Evans 
Eamilies) and therefore 
funded from their share 
of the profits.

IN a statement to The GEM, 

BCBC said that it was happy 
to offer full participation with 
any further scrutiny by audi¬ 
tors and remained committed 
towards securing the very best 
deal possible for the people of 
Porthcawl. 

A council spokesman added that 
KPMG had previously reported that 
BCBC had adopted appropriate 
arrangements to secure best con¬ 
sideration, and this had been con¬ 
firmed by two independent valuers. 

As far as the land holdings are 
concerned, the council did not give 
a breakdown of the acreages, but 
stated that the overall amounts cov¬ 
ered by the agreement amount to 


103.2 acres for the Evans Families, 
which includes the beach - and 80 
acres for the council. 

These totals are considerably 
more than the acres previously list¬ 
ed (see article above) and the GEM 
has asked for clarification. 

The council states that the 
acreage does not reflect the relative 
values of the various parcels of 
land. 

The beach is only included 
because of the requirement for 
flood defence precautions and not 
because it has any development 
potential. 

The GEM has again asked for 
the breakdown, and also asked 
again about who is liable to buy the 
freehold of the monster park.

The newsletter goes 
into detail about the 
background to Porthcawl 
regeneration. 

The Civic Society is 
challenging the whole 
basis of the regeneration 
which is proceeding 
without a marina and 
with up to 1,100 flats 
built in blocks on Salt 
Lake.

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Decision day for 
latest Sealawns 
housing attempt 


VALE planners are being 
recommended to refuse 
planning consent for a con¬ 
troversial scheme to rede¬ 
velop the site of the 
Sealawns Hotel in Ogmore 
by Sea. 

The committee will be making 
its decision today (Thursday). An 
application was lodged by Mr 
John Williams to demolish the 
former hotel and build nine two- 
bedroomed apartments on the 
site. 

The premises have been 
closed since December 2005 and 
are now boarded up, although the 
applicant still lives on site in a 
flat. The site is located within the 
Glamorgan Heritage Coast. 

The application is in outline 
and would see the former hotel, 
which also had a licensed bar and 
restaurant, pulled down and a 
mainly two-storey block put in 
its place. The ridge height of the 
new building would be no higher 
than the existing. 

The flats would be provided in 
two buildings - seven in one and 
two in the other. One of the 
buildings would be single storey. 

An earlier application last July 
to demolish the hotel and build 
17 two-bedroom apartments 
(plus a community facility) was 
refused because it would “repre¬ 
sent the unacceptable loss of an 
important community and

tourism facility within the vil¬ 
lage”. 

Planners also said that the lay¬ 
out, size and scale of the devel¬ 
opment would have significantly 
increased the impact of the built 
development in a sensitive rural 
location and would fail to 
enhance or conserve the environ¬ 
mental qualities of the Heritage 
Coast. 

An earlier application in 2006 
to build 24 flats on site was 
turned down by a planning 
inspector after an appeal for non¬ 
determination. 

St Bride’s Community 
Council has objected to the new 
application based on their oppo¬ 
sition to the two earlier ones. 

They say very little has 
changed since they were refused. 

The objections include the loss 
of the last pub in the village, 
which would be detrimental to 
village life and social well being. 

Other objections include an 
increase in traffic at peak times, 
overloading the sewerage system 
and the loss of the only hotel 
along the Heritage Coast, which 
would affect tourism adversely. 

The council has also received 
more than 100 letters of objec¬ 
tion from individuals. Vale MP 
Alun Cairns and the Vale 


Assembly candidate Jane Hutt 
have also objected. 

The ‘Save the Sealawns’ com¬ 
mittee has sent in a report object¬ 
ing to the plans on various 
grounds including the loss of a 
community facility, negative 
effect on tourism, poor road 
access and unsuitable design for 
the setting. 

Councillors are being recom¬ 
mended to refuse planning con¬ 
sent on the grounds that the rede¬ 
velopment of the site would 
result in the permanent removal 
of the existing hotel and other 
facilities and would represent the 
unacceptable loss of an important 
community and tourism facility 
in the rural village of Ogmore by 
Sea. 

The report state states this 
would be detrimental to the com¬ 
munity life and fabric and would 
be contrary to a policy contained 
within the Vale of Glamorgan 
Unitary Development Plan. 

Also, the layout, size and scale 
of the proposed development 
would increase the impact of 
built development in a sensitive 
rural location. 

It would also fail to conserve 
or enhance the Glamorgan 
Heritage Coast and the rural 
character of the village - which is 
also against policies within the 
UDP

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NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 

Hives are up and running 

- and the queens have been busy! 



THANKS to the 
fine, dry, settled 
and often sunny 
weather, the bees 
are very active now 
that winter is truly 
behind us. 

All of the hives (nine) 
are up and running, a 
variety of different pol¬ 
lens can easily be seen 
on the bulging pollen 
baskets on the rear legs 
of the returning foraging 
bees. 

A thorough inspection 
of the hives shows that 
the queens have been 
busy for some time now; 
eggs can be seen, as can 
larvae (eggs that have 
hatched) plus much 
sealed brood that con¬ 
tains larvae going 
through a process of 
metamorphosis where¬ 
upon they will emerge 
(chew through the wax 
seal) as a honeybee but, 
not quite ready yet to do 
everything. 

As each day passes, 
organs within her body 
develop and become 
functional. This devel¬ 
opment defines the vari¬ 
ous activities she will 
carry out within the hive 
for around some three 
weeks before finally 
becoming an outside for¬ 
aging bee. 

Should the weather be 
favourable and if a nec¬ 


tar source is out there, 
she will in all probability 
live for just another 
three weeks before her 
life will be over. 

She will work herself 
to death for the good of 
the colony. Male bees do 
exist, but they are only 
there for breeding pur¬ 
poses. It is the ladies 
that do all of the work. 

The male bee (drone) 
has no sting so therefore 
cannot defend the hive; 
he cannot produce the 
wax scales that are 
required for the building 
of comb, and he does 
not go out foraging. 

His sole purpose is to 
mate with any virgin 
queens that may appear 
in his locale. 

Should he be fortu¬ 
nate to mate with a 
queen his life is termi¬ 
nated, as once he has 
released his sperm into 
the receptive queen she 
will literally tear herself 
free from him and in so 
doing depart with his 
genitals still attached to 
her. 

He being mortally 
wounded, will drop to 
the ground and die (mat¬ 
ing is done on the wing). 

The queen will go on 
to mate with a number 
of drones before return¬ 
ing to the hive from 
which she came, ready 
to carry out her queenly 


duties (she could well 
live for three to five 
years before her life is 
over). 

Cardiff and the Vale 
Beekeepers now have 30 
plus people keen to 
become involved as bee¬ 
keepers themselves. 
Classes take place over a 
weekend. Saturday is 
devoted to the theory, 
given to the whole 
group, then Sunday sees 
a practical lesson when 
we split into two groups 
and the training apiaries 
at Caerphilly and 
Dyffryn Gardens are 
brought into use. 

At the apiaries, a fur¬ 
ther split into two groups 


is carried out, thus 
ensuring that those who 
feel confident enough to 
assist with the internal 
inspection of a hive can 
do so. 

As an aside, we do 
have a blind lady in this 
year’s classes, she is 
very determined to 
become a beekeeper, 
without question this 
poses quite a formidable 
challenge to her and to 
us as instructors. Can 
she succeed? Will we as 
instructors succeed? 
Only time will tell. 

All newcomers are 
encouraged to visit an 
apiary using suits etc., 
provided by us. 


Beekeeping equipment is 
not cheap and you will 
do yourself a favour in 
doing so, as the opening 
of a hive of bees means 
you will be investigated 
by the bees, and it may 
well be that you change 
your mind with regard to 
becoming a beekeeper. 

On Easter Sunday 
(April 24) a live bee¬ 
keeping event will take 
place at Dyjfryn 
Gardens using the 
Swansea Beekeepers ’ 
dedicated bee marquee. 

Visitors will be 
encouraged to don suits 
and look into a hive.

Group learn about 
the short sea life 
of the Mary Rose 


T he speaker 
this month 
was Philip 
Bowen - a retired 
headmaster from 
Swansea. 

He began his talk 
about the Mary Rose by 
handing out to each 
member a pencil and a 
sheet of A4 paper, which 
we were told to fold in 
half, to save waste, this 
was for us to take notes, 
as at the end of his talk 
there would be a 10- 
question test! 

He showed slides of 
the ship and a selection 
of artefacts which had 
been salvaged from the 
wreck. 

We went on a journey 
into the bows and saw 
the difference in the 
utensils and accommo¬ 
dation which were used 
by the officers and ordi¬ 
nary seamen. 

Some instruments for 
medical operations were 
also found; these looked 
frightening, especially 
an 8” skewer, and a saw. 

He left it to our 
imagination to think 
what they were used for. 

The ship was built in 
1509 and was named 
after Henry VIIFs sister. 

In 1545, on its maid¬ 
en voyage, it capsized 
in the Solent and out of 
a crew of 700, only 35

men survived. The ship 
sank as a result of 80 
extra guns being added 
to the lower deck, 
already there were 72 
guns in place. 

Prince Charles was 
involved with the sal¬ 
vage work and he made 
many dives to the wreck 
before it was finally lift¬ 
ed in 1982. 

The boat was made 
from oak and elm and 
among the crew were 
longbowmen, who were 
on their way to fight the 
French and their arrows 
were made from yew. 

We did have a test, 
and three members 
answered the 10 ques¬ 
tions correctly, and were 
rewarded with a packet 
of smarties for smart 


people! I wish he had 
been my history teacher, 
I am sure I would have 
learned and remembered 
more.

HOW TO MAKE 
YOUR GARDEN 
LOOK BIGGER 


Gardening guru Alan 
Titchmarsh has a fund of 
tips to help you trans¬ 
form a small garden into 
a haven, writes Hannah 
Stephenson 

VEN the small¬ 
est outside 
space can be 


made into an oasis of 
calm, a bolthole 
where you can 
unwind after a hard 
day at work or enter¬ 
tain during the sum¬ 
mer evenings. 

If you have a small 
garden, you need to plan 


carefully to ensure it 
meets your individual 
needs, says TV garden¬ 
ing expert Alan 
Titchmarsh, whose new 
book. Small Gardens, 
offers a wealth of tips on 
how to make the most of 
even the tiniest plot. 

“Keep it simple,” he 
advises. “You can make 
it interesting without it 
being fussy, with good 
clean lines and interest¬ 
ing angles. 

“Consider if it’s worth 
having a lawn at all. 

Bear in mind if it’s 
going to be big enough 
to be able to sit out on 
and to be able to mow. 
Can you manoeuvre a 
lawn mower around it 
and easily dispose of the 
clippings? 

“If the answer is no to 
all of this, then go for a 
different surface, 
whether it’s gravel or 
paving or decking.” 

There are ways to 
make a small garden 
look bigger, he adds. 

Hiding your boundary 
with plants can increase 
the sense of space, while 
placing a small statue at 
the end of a narrow path 
will make the distance 
seem greater, because 
your eyes want to 
believe the statue is life 
size. 

“Allow yourself some 
space. Gaps in an 
enclosed space encour¬ 
age you to look through 
them into the space 
beyond, while looking 
from an open area into a 
densely planted one can 
give a sense of infinity. 

“A blend of open and 
enclosed spaces will 
enable you to blur the 
boundaries of your plot 
and make your small 
garden seem more spa¬ 
cious.”

Focal points are also 
important and a few 
large features are better 
than many small ones in 
a small space, says 
Titchmarsh. 

“Don't think that 
because you've got a 
small garden you can't 
have anything of 
stature. Tall plants are 
fine as long as they’re 
not spreading out too 
much or shading the 
garden or filling it with 
lots of foliage. 

“Tall plants draw 
your eye up and out 
into the world beyond 
and help to link the land 
with the sky.” 

Small trees, neat 
evergreens and shrubs 


which can be pruned to 
appear tree-like in out¬ 
line are perfect structur¬ 
al plants for small gar¬ 
dens. 

Colour won't need to 
be so prevalent in a 
small plot. 

“You’ll need less 
colour in a smaller gar¬ 
den. What’s more 
important is structure, 
form and perspective. I 
like to use evergreens 
because even in a tiny 
garden, it gives it struc¬ 
ture in winter. 

“Highlight the colour 
by giving it a good 
green background with 
foliage. Use colour 
more sparingly and it 
can still be effective.” 

Water is also a good 
design feature to bring

Plant them in a light 
or loamy, well-drained 
soil in a sunny, shel¬ 
tered position in rows 
90cm apart and allow¬ 
ing 90cm between the 
plants. 

Compost or well-rot¬ 
ted manure should have 


been added to the soil 
the previous autumn 
and then add a general 
purpose fertiliser a 
week or two before 
planting.

Computer club’s 
password lesson 
to be extra secure 


ARE you moving 
with the times? 
When did you last 
change your pass¬ 
word? It is proba¬ 
bly time to be 
thinking about it 
again. 

At one time the most 
common password on 
computers was ‘pass¬ 
word’ (the default sup¬ 
plied with the applica¬ 
tion that many users 
never got around to 
changing). 

Now people are more 
conscious of security 
and quite sensibly use 
personal passwords, but 
are they sensible 
enough? Maybe not. 

The internet is partly 
to blame because so 
much personal informa¬ 
tion is provided volun¬ 
tarily on social websites 
that the answer for many 
a security question can 
be found by a little bit of 
research. 

Your mother’s maiden 
name is unlikely to be 
very secure. Nor is your 
first school or your best 
friend’s middle name - 
and these are the things 
that protect your bank 
account perhaps. 

There are things that 
you can do about it. For 
passwords, don’t use 
actual words. Computers 
can be used against you 
to try many thousands of 
words, but it would take 
quite a while to guess a 
combination of two 
completely unrelated 
words, such as ‘toe- 
nailoven’ or ‘bananapit’. 

Further protection is 
given by mixing capital 
and lower-case letters. 
Slip in the odd number 
or two and it is even bet¬ 
ter. Using other key¬ 
board characters makes 
it even less likely to be 
guessed: 

‘[t0E{nalL}0veN]’. 

Whatever you use, 
you must be able to 
remember it or recon¬ 
struct it or you will lock 
yourself out of your 
files. Alternatively, there 
are free software down¬ 
loads that will help you 
by generating complex 
passwords and storing 
them for you. 


Effectively you will 
need to remember a sin¬ 
gle password to open 
your password store. Of 
course, that one must be 
a good one. If anyone 
can guess that one, they 
would have access to all 
of them. 

There are strategies 
for dealing with the 
security questions as 
well. Your bank might 
want to record your 
answer to, say, three 
questions. One might 
(still) be your mother’s 
maiden name. Of itself, 
it is not too difficult to 
discover. Is it on your 
Facebook page? 

You may not get to 
choose the questions 
used, but you do get to 
give the answers. When 
first asking the ques¬ 
tions, they have to 
accept and record your 
answer. This presents 
you with a real opportu¬ 
nity - give a wrong 
answer! 

If you make up a 
maiden name for your 
mother or a weird name 
for your favourite pet, or 
lie about your favourite 
colour, you are the only 
person in the world with 
that information (other 
than the bank) and no 
amount of digging can 
reveal it unless you tell 
someone. 

Naturally, you have to 
remember the answers, 
but you can use them 
consistently and with 
better security than the 
true answers.

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Ogmore Vale shop 
extension approved 
despite protests 


BRIDGEND plan¬ 
ners have approved 
an application to 
extend the front of 
a shop in Ogmore 
Vale - despite objec¬ 
tions from neigh¬ 
bours. 

Mr T Patel has 
received consent to con¬ 
struct a single storey 
extension at the front of 
his existing shop at 1, 
Blandy Terrace. It will 
be built out over a paved 
forecourt. 

The extension will jut 
out about seven feet for¬ 
ward of the existing 
shop front across its 
entire frontage. It will 
have a flat roof nine feet 
above the ground. 

The extension will 
house a post office as the 
existing post office in 
the village is due to 
close and the applicant 
wants to operate a 
replacement facility 
from the present shop. 

But if he fails in his 
bid to have the post 
office, the extension 
would be used as extra 
space for the existing 
shop. 

Next door neighbour 


Wayne Griffiths of 2, 
Blandy Terrace objected 
to the application. 

He has lived in his 
house for 64 years and 
argued that an extension 
to the front of the shop 
would look ridiculous as 
it was a terraced street 
with just six houses. 

He said that when he 
opened his front door, he 
would have a 12-feet 
high wall as his property 
was three feet lower than 
the extension. This 
would result in a loss of 
light to his hall and liv¬ 
ing room. 

He feared that chil¬ 
dren would be drawn to 
the shop and sit on his 
wall, and hat there were 
already problems with 
traffic and parking 
because of large lorries 
delivering daily. 

Thirty seven other 
residents signed a letter 
objecting to the propos¬ 
al. They state that the 
proposal leaves them 
“lost for words” about 
what the overall appear¬ 
ance of the shop will 
look like. 

They add: “Our opin¬ 
ion is that the building 
will look as if it’s crude- 


r Killer jailed ^ 
for more 
than 21 years 

A man who stabbed a Penarth holiday¬ 
maker to death in the United States has 
been jailed for more than 21 years. 

Robert Davies (49) who was convicted of 
reckless manslaughter and weapons offences, 
killed Tavern Ritch, a popular swimming instruc¬ 
tor, in 2007 while Mr Ritch was on holiday in 
New Jersey. 

Davies claimed he had acted in self-defence 
because he thought Mr Ritch was part of group 
out to hurt or kill him. 

However, the court heard that Mr Ritch had 
held up his hands and told Davies he was trying 
to help him. 

Davies, had previous criminal convictions, and 
the judge jailed him for 21 and a half years. He 
was also given an 18 month sentence for 
weapons offences. 

The family of Mr Ritch issued a statement say- 
ydng they welcomed the sentence. j

ly attached to a terrace 
property in a small 
street. It will overpower 
our houses, directly 
affect our daylight, road 
vision and loss of value 
to our property.” 

They fear that bring¬ 
ing a post office to the 
location will increase 
traffic and parking prob¬ 
lems. 

Ogmore Vale council¬ 
lor Ralph Shepherd, who 
is a former BCBC 
employee, was unable to 
take part in any discus¬ 
sions about the applica¬ 
tion because he is the 
agent for the applicant. 

The objectors were 
represented by 

Nantymoel councillor 
David Jones. 

He said that the height 
of the extension and its 
proximity would affect 
2, Blandy Terrace. There 
were also fears of 
increased traffic. 

Responding to the 
objections, BCBC plan¬ 
ning officer David 
Llewelyn stated that 
front extensions that 
come forward of a defin¬ 
able building line should 
be designed to the high¬ 
est standard in recogni¬ 
tion of their prominence 


in the street scene and 
this is contained within 
the council’s planning 
guidance. 

In this case, the shop 
was located at the end of 
a short terrace and the 
scheme had been 
designed with materials 
which will match those 
on the main building. 

He said that while it 
would be the first such 
extension in the street, it 
was not considered that 
the proposed develop¬ 
ment “will so signifi¬ 
cantly impact on the 
visual amenities of the 
area as to warrant refusal 
of the scheme.” 

He also denied that 
the extension would 
infringe the daylight 
protection zone of the 
living room of the house 
next door and would not 
affect his amenities so as 
to warrant refusal. 

The post office would 
not create extra deliver¬ 
ies by lorry and while 
there may be more cars, 
many customers would 
walk to it. 

He recommended 
approval and this was 
agreed by the develop¬ 
ment control committee. 


‘Use empty 
buildings to 
house families’ 


Plaid Cymru candi¬ 
date for the Vale, Dr 
Ian Johnson, has 
called for empty 
houses and proper¬ 
ties in the Vale to be 
brought back into 
use before building 
on Greenfield sites 
outside traditional 
towns and villages. 

He said that individual 
houses and brownfield 
sites should be prioritised 
over new-build on green 
fields: “It is ridiculous 
that we hear almost every 
other week of new plans 
to build on Greenfield 
sites around Barry and 
the Vale when there are 
so many houses which 
are not in use in our town 
centres. 

“These houses are big 
enough for families to 


live in, would take them 
off housing waiting lists 
and bring older homes 
back into use. 

“There are building on 
Barry’s Broad Street 
such as the Buffs and the 
old Barclays Bank which 
have been lying vacant 
for years, and then there 
is the land near the rail¬ 
ways which is owned by 
Government companies 
and should be brought 
into use. 

“We should be chang¬ 
ing the planning regula¬ 
tions to allow these areas 
to be turned into good 
quality and affordable 
housing, rather than 
allowing for gigantic 
new estates to be built 
outside our towns and 
villages in the Vale, eat¬ 
ing up the green fields,” 
he concluded.

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T he Boverton Road Regeneration 
scheme is nearing completion - and 
everyone is delighted with what has 
been done so far. 

The scheme, which was a collaboration between 
the town council, Creative Rural Communities and 
the Welsh Assembly Government, will transform the 
town’s main street. 

New paving is being installed plus a re-organisa- 
tion of the parking to include loading bays and dis¬ 
abled parking. 

The finishing touches wiU be new street lights, 
seats, flower beds and trees. The area aheady has 
flowers - thanks to the hard work of Llanilltyd Fawr 
in Flower. 

The aim of the scheme is to make the town more 
attractive to both shoppers and traders. It is hoped 
that creating a pleasant environment wih encourage 
businesses to move in and increase the shopping 
choice for both local residents and visitors. 

The main landowner in the area is Ian Hunt of 
Filco, who was involved with the process from day 
one. 

He said that the work being done was a wonderful 
improvement on how things were. 

“This wih improve the appearance of the town as 
people drive in. It should benefit both local traders 
and shoppers alike, who wih have a much more 
pleasant environment.” 

When work is complete, everyone would be able 
to assess the difference for themselves: “The whole 
scheme has been tremendous for the town and I have 
given it my full support,” he added. 

Work is due to be hnished by the end of the 
month, with an official opening ceremony in early 
May. 

Town mayor Ralph Austin paid tribute to the work 
done by the late John Readman, who first thought of 
the project. 

“It’s a great shame that he cannot be with us to see 
his vision turned into reality. This was his ambition 
and I am dehghted it has finally happened,” he com¬ 
mented. 

The scheme was first mooted about 10 years ago, 
but failed at that time because of problems with iden¬ 
tifying the owners of the shop frontages. 

It was later revived by Russell Downe when he 
was mayor, who took it to the Town Study group. It 
had the support of former mayor Dave Lane, who 
also took it up and more recently, a special regenera¬ 
tion committee was set up, chaired by Coun Gwyn 
John. 

Coun Austin said that he was pleased with the 
work: “We have created separate areas for parking 
and pedestrians. This makes things much safer and 
the disabled also have their own reserved parking. 

“This wih make it easier for them to access the 
shops. It ah makes for a very attractive entry into the 
town.” 

Janet Moisan, secretary of the chamber of trade 
who has a bridal business in The Precinct, said: “It 
wih ah look a lot better once the planting goes in. It 
wih be a big improvement on what was there before. 
Anything that upgrades the appearance of the town is 
welcome.” 

She praised those who had worked so hard over 
many years to see this come about. 

“The Town Study group and its members carried 
the flame for a long time and now the council’s 
regeneration committee has taken it further. It’s good 
news for Llantwit.” 

The owner of a new shop which has just opened 
in The Precinct is also “very pleased with what’s 
going on in Llantwit”. 

Nicky Foster has set up the Health Conscious 
shop which sells health foods and supplements. 

As a qualified pharmacist, she has worked in both 
pharmacies in the town as a locum. 

“I think that this work needed doing,” she said. “It 
looks better already although it is not finished yet. 
The free parking is a boon to the town and providing 
these bays along the front as well is excellent. 

“It’s great that they are spending money on the 
town. I hope that the scheme will encourage new 
traders to take over the empty shops we have and 
bring more life into Llantwit.” 

Ms Foster has been “very encouraged” by the wel¬ 
come she has received since opening the shop three 
weeks ago. 

“People have been very enthusiastic and business 
is good at the moment,” she added. 

One of those showing confidence in the future of 
the town is Chris Edwards, whose firm Quorum

NATIONAL MEDAL SUCCESS AT EVENT 
FOR CARDIFF & THE VALE ATHLETES! 


FOLLOWING on 
from the team success¬ 
es at the Aviva Welsh 
Sportshall finals at 
Cwmbran, pupils rep¬ 
resenting Cardiff & 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools were again 
among the medals at 
the Aviva Welsh 
Schools Golden 
Celebration National 
cross-country champi¬ 
onships at Penlan, 
Brecon. 

On the day that the 
Welsh Schools’ associa¬ 
tion celebrated the 50 
years since the first 
Nationals in 1961, a 
record number of 561 
athletes, plus an unex¬ 
pectedly large host of 
parents and supporters, 
arrived at Penlan to find 
a firm, fast course for 
the eight schools’ cham¬ 
pionship races, which, 
for the second year, 
were preceded by Welsh 
Universities competi¬ 
tions. 

Staging the event on 
a Wednesday afternoon 
for the first time - 
because the late half- 
term had eliminated the 
option of using the last 
Saturday in February - 
had raised question 
marks over the ability 
of the eight districts to 
raise teams and find 
managers. 

Thankfully, with the 
help of three mothers - 
Mrs Kay Chapman, Mrs 
Helen Ronicle and Mrs 
Clare Williams - and 
three members of staff, 
all from Vale schools - 
Mr Ian Dwight 
(Stanwell), Mr Dai 
Manley (Barry 
Comprehensive) and 
Miss Emma Williams 
(Bryn Hafren) - a full 
complement of team 
managers was fielded 
and a record number of 
athletes fielded. 

Cardiff & the Vale 
had never fielded more 
than 88 pupils, out of a 
maximum of 96, but, on 
this day and despite two 
boys withdrawing on 
the morning of the 
event, the district field¬ 
ed the biggest team - 91 
starters, with 38 of that 
number attending Vale 
schools or Barry 
College. Only old rivals 
Dyfed got near that 
number, fielding 88 
starters. 

In the eight races, 
there was one individual 
medal for a Vale pupil, 
and a further 15 team 
medals. 

For the Vale contin¬ 
gent, the highlight came 
in race five, for year-7 
girls. The event had 
been held every year 
since 2004 but no pupil 
from a school in Cardiff 
& the Vale of 
Glamorgan had ever 
won it, but they have 
now. Rounding off a 
hugely successful 
domestic schools’ pro¬ 
gramme, it was a 
Cowbridge pupil who 
crossed the finish line 
ahead of her big rival 
Cari Hughes (Eryri) to 
take the title and make 
the head-to-head count 


two all. 

In addition to that 
individual success, the 
Ogmore by Sea resident 
led her team to second 
place, losing out to 
Dyfed by seven points. 
A second Vale athlete - 
Emily Wooster 
(Stanwell) - was in the 
six scorers for Cardiff 
& the Vale. 

In the opening race, 
for Senior Girls in the 
sixth form, there was 
huge disappointment for 
St Cyres year-12 Bethan 
Daw. Although she 
started the race, a knee 
problem resulted in her 
dropping out. 

In her absence, two 
year-13 students - 
Cerri-Anne Santos (St 
Cyres) and Sabrina 
James (Cowbridge) - 
were among the six 
scorers for the Cardiff 
& Vale team which just 
missed out on the top 
honour, finishing sec¬ 
ond to Dyfed by a mere 
three points. 

The biggest Vale con¬ 
tingent - six - started in 
race two, for senior 
boys. Both Owen 
Haswell (Stanwell) and 
Alex Simon (Llantwit) 
had hoped for a high 
finishing position, but it 
was not to be, and they 
ended 25th and 30th 
respectively. It was 
another year-13, 
Dominic Farr (Bro 
Morgannwg) who took 
the Vale ‘first home’ 
spot in 22nd place. 

On a day when South 
East Wales claimed this 
senior boys title, with 
Dyfed only third, there 
was a surprise second 
place for Cardiff & the 
Vale, which meant team 
silver for Farr, Haswell 
and year-12 Rhys 
George (Bro 
Morgannwg). 

Special mention must 
be made of two of the 
Vale contingent. Team 
captain Darren Jones 
completed a remarkable 
sequence of seven con¬ 
secutive appearances at 
these Nationals, while 
Kyle Garrison, a year- 
14 student at Barry 
College, was originally 
only on the reserve list 
but received a late invi¬ 
tation to compete and, 
as it was his last oppor¬ 
tunity, took it. 

In 2010, Cardiff & 
the Vale won two team 
titles - the junior girls 
(years 8 and 9) and the 
middle boys (years 10 
and 11). 

The junior girls’ race 
was the third on the 
timetable. Kate Coker 
(Stanwell, year-9) had 
figured in the team win 
last year, and con¬ 
tributed to a repeat suc¬ 
cess by finishing sev¬ 
enth, second scorer 
home. 

In the equivalent 
boys’ race, there was a 
huge grin on the face of 
Bro Morgannwg year-9 
Dafydd George as he 
finished higher than he 
expected - an excellent 
sixth place. 

With Ben Owen 
(Llantwit, year-9) com¬ 


pleting the scoring six, 
there was unexpected 
success as the team took 
top spot, 10 points 
ahead of Dyfed. 

Just as Seren Allin 
had become the first 
Cardiff & the Vale win¬ 
ner in the year-7 girls’ 
race, so Jake Heyward 
(Llanishen) performed a 
similar first success in 
the year-7 boys’ event. 
Second boy home for 
the team was Spencer 
Robinson (Stanwell), 
but the six-boy total of 
92 was only good 
enough for second, 
behind Dyfed’ 71. 

And so to the final 
two races, the middles 
competitions for pupils 
in years 10 and 11. 

In the penultimate 
race of the afternoon, it 
was year-11 Fiona Bray 
(Cowbridge) who led 
the team home, but her 
13th place meant that 
this was the only race 
without a maroon and 
gold vest in the top 10. 

The scorers in this 
race included two Vale 
year-10 pupils - Megan 
Osborne (Llantwit) and 
late replacement Miriam 
Bennett (Cowbridge) - 
but the 145 points total 
meant that they had to 
settle for team bronze 
behind Dyfed (45) and 
South East Wales (120). 

There were high 
expectations of the 
Cardiff & the Vale mid¬ 
dle boys’ team, winners 
in 2010 and as juniors 
in 2009, and they did 
not disappoint. In the 
squad of 12, there are 
six quality year-11 
boys, and six very 
promising year 10s - 
perhaps the best group 
that the district has had 
since the late 90s. 

If there was any 
question mark over the 
way in which the race 
would be run, that was 
solved early in the race 
as one of the favourites, 
Nathan Jones (North 
East Wales) tried to run 
away from the field as a 
group of four maroon 
and gold vests - Elliot 
Slade (Bishop of 
Llandaff), Mike Ward 
(Llanishen), Matthew 
Edwards (Barry 
Comprehensive) and 
Sam Longville (Radyr) 

- plus Tom Earley 
(Eryri) tracked him. 

As the Jones chal¬ 
lenge faded, there was a 
repeat of the Cardiff & 
the Vale Schools cham¬ 
pionships in January 
with Ward taking the 
lead role, only to see 
Slade gliding away in 
the closing stages to 
take the title - his first 
Welsh Schools National 
title. Behind him. Ward 
claimed second, Jones 
was third and Matthew 
Edwards claimed fourth 
ahead of Earley, with 
Longville sixth. 

The four in six 
became five in 10 as 
year-10 Jack Gooch 
(Radyr), the 2010 junior 
winner, came home, and 
then it was six in 15 as 
year-11 Tom Bevan 
completed the scorers. 
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Alex Simon (Llantwit 214). 


The team total of 38 
was easily the lowest 
winning score of the 
day. Special mention 
must be made of year- 
11 Rory Heslop (Bro 
Morgannwg, 22nd) and 
the year-10 duo of 
Matthew Collins and 
Elliot Clissold (both 
Barry Comp). 

In virtually any other 
district team they would 
have scored, and, hope¬ 
fully, they will bounce 
back and improve to 
make an impact on the 
track this summer. 

So Cardiff & the Vale 
took three team titles, 
finished second in 
another four and third in 
the eighth - a better 
performance than in 
2010, and the best since 
the district was formed 
in 1996. That just left 
positions in the overall 
points competition to be 
worked out. 

Dyfed has won this 
trophy every year since 
1993. They won again 
this year, but they were 
not alone! For the first 
time ever since it was 
inaugurated in 1980, 
there was a tie - both 
Dyfed and Cardiff & 
the Vale districts 
achieved a total of 114 
points - out of 120! 

Nobody ever 
dreamed that there 
would be a tie, so there 
is no tie break - and 
both districts will share 
the trophy. The last 
time that the former 
county of South 
Glamorgan won this 
competition was in 
1989. We all hope that 
it will not take another 
20 years to be top 
again! 

A gentle reminder to 
the 38 Vale pupils, who 
competed at this event, 
that the Cardiff & the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools cross-country 
presentation evening 
will be held at Bro 
Morgannwg on 
Wednesday, May 11, 
starting at 7 pm - and 
you are all due to 


receive things, so please 
remember to come, with 
your parents. 

At the end of these 
championships, Welsh 
Schools selected teams 
at under-15 (years 8 and 
9), under-17 (years 10 
and 11) and under-20 
(sixth form) to compete 
at the Aviva SIAB inter¬ 
national and the Home 
Countries international 
in Antrim. 

Matthew Edwards 
(Barry, under-17) and 
Kate Coker (Stanwell, 
under-15) were included 
in the 44 strong team. 

In addition, Seren 
Allin (Cowbridge) has 
been included in the 
Welsh Schools team to 
compete in the under-13 
race at the Virgin 
Money Giving Mini 
London Marathon over 
the last three miles of 
the full marathon course 
next Sunday, April 17.

Exploration of south Gower 
reveals first Baptist church 

J OY and ^ ^ 

Bracken were 
joined by six 
walkers on what 
turned out to be a 
glorious day for 
exploring south 
Gower. 

Leaving Penmaen 
which has a scattering of 
houses and is situated 
below Cefn Bryn, the 
backbone of the Gower 
peninsula, the group 
walked a quiet lane that 
led them down the cliff 
path where they crossed 
the Pennard Pill River 
by means of stepping 
stones into Three Cliff 
bay. 

A steep climb up 
through the dunes on the 
edge of Pennard 
Burrows led onto the 
cliff top and with glori¬ 
ous views across 
Oxwich Bay, they trav¬ 
elled eastwards on 
National Trust land 
towards Southgate. 

Nearing West Cliff, 
they met a local resident 
who informed them that 
porpoises had been spot¬ 
ted just off this coastline 
and that seals had begun 
frequenting the rocky 
shore just below the 
cliffs near Southgate car 
park, but sadly nonewere 
on view that day. 

Having negotiated 
Deep Slade, the group 
paused for refreshment 
in a dip behind some 
gorse bushes, out of the 
cool wind blowing in 
from the sea with views 
towards Oxwich Point. 

Steep slippery path¬ 
ways led them down hi ll 
then uphill into a field, 
and descending a wind¬ 
ing rocky track, they 
reached Pwlldu or Black 
Pool and admired the 
sandy bay before turning 
inland into the 


Bishopston valley. 

This long deep valley, 
at one time would have 
been more open and 
divided into fields with 
stone boundaries, some 
of which they passed 
over on their trek and it 
is common land, so 
often cattle graze under 
the trees. 

The Bishopston 
stream, which goes 
underground at the val¬ 
ley top, then resurfaces 
and flows through the 
lower end of the valley 
to exit into Pwlldu Bay. 

Further up they 
walked over the dry 
rocky, river bed, going 
gradually uphill to 
emerge onto a pathway 
that led them to Kittle 
village. 

Lunch was enjoyed in 
bright sunshine near the 
village green before they 
moved on through the 
edge of a housing estate, 
then a field, passing 
newly-constructed and 
enlarged buildings that 
house battery hens, to 
join the road. 

Crossing the main 
road near Swansea air¬ 
port, the group followed 
a rough track that led 
them across a pretty ford 
and uphill towards 
Courthouse Farm. 

A narrow sunken lane 
that looked as if it had 


recently been cleared, 
led the group towards 
Ilston and coats were 
hastily donned as a short 
sharp shower of rain fell, 
but immediately 
removed when they 
reached the church. 

A disused limestone 
quarry stands nearby and 
the village church, dedi¬ 
cated to St Illtyd, was 
built during the 13 th 
century by the de Breos 
family on a much earlier 
Christian site. 

It became the first 
Baptist church in 1649 
and John Myles (or 
Miles) was its founder 
and rector until 1660. 

Entering the Ilston 
Cwm, which was carpet¬ 
ed with flowering wood 
anemone, the group 
walked beside the stream mile moderate walk at 
with wild garlic leaves Monknash and 


Leaving the cwm, 
they reached Parkmill 
and as the road was fair¬ 
ly busy and too danger¬ 
ous to walk, they 
crossed the Pennard Pill 
stream to climb gently 
through woods before 
re-crossing the stream 
and making their way to 
a bridle path that led 
steeply uphill to North 
Hills Farm that houses a 
caravan and campsite 
above the idyllic Three 
Cliff Bay. 

Then, as the bright 
sunshine returned, it was 
only a short walk up a 
quiet lane to return to 
Penmaen before the 
journey home. 

On April 17, meet at 
9am at the Barry 
Waterfront for an 8.5- 


covering the ground, the 
flowers not yet making 
an appearance. 

They passed the 
Trinity Well Chapel, 
now in ruins, which, 
from the middle ages, 
was the meeting place 
for the Baptist 
Cromwellian Church, 
marked with a stone pul¬ 
pit, open bible and a 
memorial plaque to hon¬ 
our its founder, John 
Myles, and was unveiled 
by none other than 
David Lloyd George.

Learning how to make 
your website stand out 


WITH more than 
200 million web¬ 
sites, it isn’t easy to 
make one stand 
out. 

Commercial ones 
face up to that problem, 
but personal ones also 
need to be well designed 
to encourage people to 
re-visit. 

Mike J looks after our 
website (www.penarth- 
computerclub.co.uk) 
and is learning as he 
goes along. He has been 
looking at elements of 
good design and shared 
his top ten tips: 

1. Remember that 
the entire world is 
your potential audi¬ 
ence. Your site might 
influence others. Take 
care not to cause acci¬ 
dental offence. What 
seems funny to you 
might not seem so to 
others. 

2. Provide a service. 

Users will need a reason 
to visit. Are you offering 
information, advice or 
assistance? Possibly 
family photos just for 
the family to view?

3. Do not get too 
clever. There is no need 
to fill your site with 
flashy design tricks. 
Simplicity can still be 
eye-catching. 

4. Usability is para¬ 
mount. Visitors will not 
linger if pages are slow 
to load, users will go 
away. The site layout 
must be easy to follow 
and all links working. 
Artwork should enhance 
the message, not just be 
pretty. 

5. Sites are easy to 
change. It follows that 
it does not have to be 
complete to put it onto 
the web. It can be 
altered and updated easi¬ 
ly. Each page should 
have a ‘last updated’ 
date on it somewhere to 
illustrate how current it 
is. 

6. Nobody reads 
entire web pages. Nor 
should they be expected 
to. Use headlines and 
sub-headers to enable 
them to by-pass what 
they are not interested 


in. Keep text succinct 
and informative. 

7. Check your work. 
Incorrect grammar or 
spelling will distract 
from your message. 
Spellcheckers will not 
pick up a wrong word 
correctly spelt, but will 
pick up the right word 
incorrectly spelt. 

Ensure (again) that all 
links work and that all 
intended images display 
properly. Each page 
should have a 
forward/back button and 
a ‘home’ button. 

8 . Be consistent. 

Page layouts should 
have a common style as 
far as contents allow. 
Similar items should be 
in the same place on 
each page. Test thor¬ 
oughly by navigating the 
site forwards and back¬ 
wards. 

9. Don’t forget your 
users. Some users 
might have difficulties 
in using the internet. 
There are facilities that 
can make your site easi¬ 


er for them. See 
www.direct.gov.uk to see 
how accessibility can be 
improved. 

10. Remember to 
have fun. Yes, it can be 
fun, but if you don’t 
enjoy the design 
process, you might find 
it harder to make a good 
site. You can, of course, 
pay to have it done for 
you, but you still have 
to make most of the 
decisions about the actu¬ 
al content. The designer 
will help with the style 
and presentation. 

Mike finished with 
comments about costs 
and suitable software.

Who wants to build what and where? 


Insights into the 
ancient past of 
Dunraven Castle 


BARRY

THE history of Dunraven 
Castle is a long and complicat¬ 
ed one, going back to the spoils 
handed out after the Norman 
conquest. 

However, our speaker at the last 
meeting, Mr Ken Rise, rolled back the 
years and all became clear. He illus¬ 
trated his talk with slides showing 
details of buildings, long gone, which 
explained how the layout of Dunraven 
Castle at Southerndown had changed 
over the years. 

As far as is known, there was never 
an actual castle on the Southerndown 
cliffs. In Tudor times, the property was 
part-occupied by a local farmer, but 
owned by a gentleman in 
Gloucestershire, who used the rest of 
the building as a hunting lodge. 

By Victorian times, the Dunraven 
family had acquired the property and 
the central domestic building had been 
improved and morphed into its final 
and very handsome incarnation. 

The Fourth Earl Dunraven was par¬ 
ticularly active in improving the prop¬ 
erty that became known as Dunraven 
Castle and which was to stand until 
1960. 

After World War I, the castle was 
used as a convalescent home and then 
in between the wars as a guest house 
with 35 rooms. It is difficult to say 


how successful this venture was, but its 
lack of accessibility to visitors from 
outside of the area cannot have helped. 

Huge debts were run up and the 
trustees of the Dunraven Estate decid¬ 
ed to sell and 175 acres were put on the 
market for an asking price of £75,000. 

The handsome house was demol¬ 
ished after its contents were sold by 
auction on site. 

Before concluding his talk, the 
speaker outlined the history of the fam¬ 
ilies that had owned the site we know 
today as Dunraven Castle. After the 
conquest, about 10 generations owned 
the property before the Vaughans 
became the owners. 

In 1647, the famous Wyndham fam¬ 
ily acquired ownership and it was a 
daughter, who in 1840, married an 
Irish aristocrat named Quinn. He was 
elevated to be the second Earl 
Dunraven and that is how the estate got 
its modern name. 

The seventh, and last, Earl 
Dunraven died recently and the title 
has now become defunct. 

At the next meeting on April 14, 
Gordon Edmunds will speak on the 
‘Berlin Airlift’. Meetings are held at 
10.30am on Thursdays in the hall of 
the United Reformed Church in Barry.

‘Cherry Tree Cottage’ is listed as one of the Vale of 
Glamorgan’s County Treasures dating back to the 16th 
Century. Originally a pleasant 2 storey stone cottage which 
was substantially altered and subdivided into 2 dwellings dur¬ 
ing the 19th and 20th Centuries, the property has been 
restored over the past years and offers a family an opportuni¬ 
ty to purchase a piece of history. 

The property provides charming living spaces including a 
sizeable 19ft lounge which would have formed part of a great 
hall, off the lounge a potential of a guest suite/granny annex 
which leads into a ground floor double bedroom with an en 
suite shower room. A Tudor stone arched doorway leads into 
the farmhouse kitchen with exposed original stone features. A 
stable door from the kitchen flows into the courtyard garden. 
Other aspects of the property include an entrance hallway, 
cloakroom/WC, utility room. To the first floor there are 3 dou¬ 
ble bedrooms and a refurbished 3 piece bathroom. 


Outside there is a south and west facing garden laid to 
lawn, to the side a walled garden with 2 gateways and to the 
rear an enclosed south facing courtyard garden and a well. 
The garage has a mezzanine floor which could be adapted. 

‘Cherry Tree Cottage’ is located in Boverton a picturesque 
village located to the east of Llantwit Major. Boverton was 
founded during the reign of William the Conqueror. It is thought 
that he himself founded Boverton, as a farming community 
beneath Boverton Castle. In present day there is a brook, pub¬ 
lic house, several housing estates, a fish and chip shop, post 
office, barbers, hair salon, plant nursery. It is conveniently 
located within a mile of Llantwit Major, where there is an array 
of shops and a ‘park and ride’ railway station, bus station and 
schools. The Heritage Coast is beautiful and 3 miles away and 
5 miles from the market town of Cowbridge.
